UNCLE SAM’S MONEY. 


Will Take About a Hundred People 
Three Months to Count It. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

WASHINGTON, June 29.—Ellis H. 
Roberts of New York will become 
Treasurer of the United States on the 
Ist day of July. Secretary Gage has 
appointed a commission ‘to examine the 
books of the present Treasurer, D. L. 
Morgan of Connecticut, and to count 
the money in the vaults. This is an 
enormous undertaking and will employ 
about one hundred persons; including 
expert counters and their assistants, 
for about three months. Most of thio 
time will’ be taken in counting the 
Vast stores of silver. 

It is estimated that the paper money 
can be counted in about two weeks, 
and that it will take nearly three 
months to count the silver. Mr. Mor- 
gan’s bondsmen will not be relieved 
until the count is concluded and all 
the moneys and bonds in his charge 
have been fully accounted for. Though 
Mr. Morgan received from his predeces- 
sor about $700,000,000, he will deliver to 


Mr. Roberts about $60, 000,000 more than 
that. sum. 


Constable Ambushed and Killed. 


CRIPPLE CREEK (Colo.,) June 29.— 
Constable Michael Hayes was shot and 
killed from ambush by Charles E. 
Nickell at the latter’s ranch yesterday, 
two-’miles below the Beaver Park mill 
and about five miles'out of this city.

STRUCK AREEF 


Steamer Aden Lost on 
Socotra Island, 


Her Requiem is Thundered by 
a Violent Storm. 


Terrific Waves Wash Victims 
from the Deck. 


FIFTY-SEVEN PEOPLE PERISH. 


Capt, Hill’s Life Goes Out 
With the Others. 


Two Boats are Lowered Only to 
Be Swept Away. 


A Third Drifts from Sight With 
Its Human Freight. 


SEVENTEEN DAYS OF HUNGER. 


Vessels Pass the Wreck but Give No 
Heed to Signals of Distress—The 
Skirmish for Food—Relief Comes 
at Last—Fifteen Saved. 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 
ADEN, June 29.—[By Indian Cable.] 
The steamer Mayo, sent out by the In- 
dian government in search of the miss- 
ing steamer Aden, from Yokohama, 
April 28, for London, last heard of 
when leaving Colombo, June 1, has re- 
turned with the survivors, nine pas- 
sengers and six of the crew, the other 
twenty-five passengers and thirty-two 
of the crew being drowned off the Isl- 
and of Socotra on the 
June 9. 


STORY OF THE WRECK. 


Vast Waves Swept the Exhausted 
Vietims from the’ Deck. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

LONDON, June 30.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] A dispatch to the Daily Mail 
from Aden, Arabia, says: 

“Two days after leaving Colombo, 
the Aden was struck by a severe mon- 
soon and squalls. Day by day the 
weather grew thicker, and the passen- 
gers became more and more alarmed. 
At 3 o’clock on the morning of June 9 
the vessel struck on the Rasradeisia 
reef, on the eastern coast of the Island 
of Socotra. 

“The engine-room was § instantly 
flooded, and utter darkness ensued. 
Wild with panic, the passengers rushed 
from their cabins and fled _ terror- 
stricken to the-upper deck in the scant- 
iest clothing. The women and children 
screamed in fright and confusion, but 
the men remained cool and retained 
their self-possession, and courageously 
assisted the officers and crew to do 
their best to save the vessel and to 
inspire calmness. But it was soon seen 
that the steamer coud] not survive the 
shock, and that the only chance. for 
safety lay in the boats. 

“The storm continued to increase in 
violence. The seas washed the decks 
with terrific force. Daylight brought 
no relief, and only served to reveal 
still further the awful situation. Mis- 
fortune followed misfortune. A life- 
boat was lowered, only to be swept 
away immediately with three Lascars 
and the first officer, Mr. Carden. The 
gig was dispatched to the rescue, with 
Mr. Miller, the second officer, but to 
the despair of all, both boats were 
swept away. 

“The only remaining lifeboat was 
then lowered amid a scene of intense 
emotion. A cry of anguish broke from 
the lips even of the men when this 
half capsized, throwing the sailors and 
the stores into the sea. After great 
efforts the boat was righted, and the 
women and children were lowered into 
it, with the exception of Mmes. Gillet, 
Pearce and Strain, who heroically re- 
solved to share the fate of their hus- 
bands, and Miss Lloyd and Miss Weller, 
who remained behind. The _—iboat, 
manned by a European crew, left in a 
tremendous sea and drifted rapidly out 
of sight. 

“Vast waves still swept the wreck, 
dashing the people about and leaving 
them almost prostrate on the deck. 
One by one, men, women and children, 
grew too weak to withstand the re- 
peated buffetings, were washed over- 
board in sight of those who were mo- 
mentarily expecting the same fate. 
Among the first thus engulfed were Mr. 
and Mrs. Strain and their two chil- 
dren; Misses Lloyd and Weller, the 
missionaries; Mrs. Pearse’s baby with 
its Chinese nurse, and then Capt. Hill, 
whose leg was broken, but who had 
borne himself calmly and bravely. He 
was washed overboard with several of 
the native crew. 

“The storm abated slightly on the 
morning of the 10th, and those who 
were able to move began to search for 
food, hvnger until then having failed 
to assert itself over more acute priva- 
tions. This proved a task of the great- 


e-t danger. as big seas were still 


of} 


sweeping the vessel. The fourth en- 
gineer, while trying to procure water 
was struck senseless and almost 
washed overboard before he could be 
dragged to a place of safety. It was 
five hours before he was restored to 
consciousness. Mr. Pearse was only 
saved from being washed: overboard 
by the prompt action of his dauntless 
wife. 

“The search for food resulted in their 
getting very little of it, and this was 
shared out equally and in very small 
portions. No vessel was sighted until 
the 13th, and then the distress signal 
was not seen. On the lith, and again 
on the 20th, other vessels were sighted, 
but the signals either were not seen 
or were ignored. 

“On June 25, when things were in 
their worst form and the food supply 
was almost exhausted, Messrs. White, 
Kalt, Caye and Vailpy bravely ven- 
tured across the deck to the store-room 
and got a fresh supply. That evening 
two steamers were sighted. One pro- 
ceeded without paying any attention to 
the distress signals. The other an- 
chored under the lee of the Island. 
As soon as she was sighted, a Lascar 
mounted the rigging and signalled her. 
In reply candles burned in her port- 
holes and at daybreak on the 26th a 
suspense of seventeen days was re- 
lieved by the spectacle of the steamer 
rounding the point and heading toward 
the wreck. She dropped anchor about 
a mile away. 

“A very heavy sea was still run- 
ning, but the wind had moderated 
slightly. With heartfelt joy, mingled 
with the teers of the men and hysteri- 
cal sobbing of the women, they saw 
the life-boat lowered. It took her 
three-fourths of an hour to reach 
the wreck. Everyone rushed to the 
broken side of the ship. It was the 
life-boat of the Indian government 
steamer Mayo and in charge of Lieuts. 
Dobin and Goldsmith. 

“They skillfully avoided the tremen- 
dous wash and secured all of the sur- 
vivors in two of the ship's boats. 
Every attention was paid to them on 
board the Mayo. Their health is im- 
proving and they will sail homeward 
(Wednesday) on the steamer 
India.”

' CHICAGO, June 29. —The American 
Volunteers, Ballington Booth’s religious 
organization, will be compelled to 
change their uniforms because of the 
enactment of the military code of Illi- 
nois by the last Legislature. Policemen 
will not be permitted to wear over- 
coats such as those worn by army offi- 
cers. The Clan-Na-Gael guards will be 
disbanded; Capt. Thomas J. Ford’s fa- 
mous Chicago Zouaves will cease .to be, 
the Chicago Hussars will be required 
to drop their military trappings, v. blie 
boys’ brigades and ‘semi-military ccom- 
panies throughout the State will be dis- 
banded or the members fined and im- 
prisoned. 

All of these things are dDwing to the 
provisions of the article 11 of the Mil- 
itary Code, now a law, having re- 
ceived the signature of Gov. Tanner. 

For a long time the officers of the 
National Guard have been trying to se- 
cure an enactment which should pre- 
vent the indiscrminate wearing of the 
uniform and the carrying of arms by 
independent military organizations. 
Now that the law has gone into effect 
it is found that it is more sweeping 
in its effects than ever its framers an- 
ticipated... Primarily aimed at inde- 
pendent organizations, it has accom- 
plished its desire by making such bat- 
talions and companies as the Clan-Na- 
Gael Guards, Chicago and daAurora 
Zouaves and the Chicago Hussars un- 
lawful bodies and will render it impos- 
sible for them to parade again without 
assuming the risk of fine and impris- 
onment. 

It will also stop the wearing of uni- 
forms patterned after those of the 
army by members of secret societies, 
religious bodies and the police. 


WRECKED BY DYNAMITTE. 


Leon Olcheofski’s Property Destroyed 
and Himeelf and Children Hort.

SCRANTON (Pa.,) June 29.—A dyna- 
mite explosion blew up the business 
block .of Leon Olchofski, a double 
dwelling block owned by him, and the 
detached house of M..O’Hara in South 
Scranton, this morning.

The wrecke 
buildings took fire, but the firemen 

kept the flames from spreading. 

Olchofski was seriously injured 
while saving his wife, and his two 
children were also hurt. The total loss 
was $25,000.. The cause of the explo- 
sion is unknown, but is believed to be 
the work of Olchofski’ Ss enemies, due to 
political and church disputes.

Chamber of Commerce Advances 
Reasons Therefor, 


An Address to the People of 
the Coast. 


National Policy, Prestige and Com- 

. mercial Necessity Pleaded as the 

Motives for Bringing the Islands 
Under the American Finag. 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 
SAN FRANCISCO, June 29.—([Special 


San Francisco business men in favor of 
Hawaiian annexation was demon- 
strated today in an impressive manner 
at the meeting of the Chamber of 
Commerce, when a strong memorial 
to Congress was adopted and an ad- 
dress to the Coast was also adopted. 
The meeting furnished convincing 
proof th#t the two California Senators 
do not represent the sentiment of the 
leading city of the State when they op- 
wose annexation. 


The address to the Coast was pre- 
pared by Capt. Merry, secretary of the 
Chamber of Commerce, and the follow- 
ing are the main features: 

“The objections to annexation are 
based on racial grounds and on the 
general policy of declining acquisi- 
tion of territory, especially that, sepa- 
rated from our country by waterlt is 
argued, with a show of reason, that 
inasmuch as we now have difficulty in 
governing what country we control, 
it is a poor policy to acquire more. 

“First, let us consider the racial ob- 
jections. The last Hawaiian census 
shows a total population of about 
109,000, of which 21,000 were Chinese 
and 24,000 Japanese. The remainder are 
natives, Americans and Europeans. The 
treaty provides against Chinese enter- 
ing our mainiand, and with our Ex- 


annexation, the number of Chinese will 
gradually decrease. 

“The remainder of the population is 
no more mixed than in other territory 
already annexed, and we may depend 
upon the increase of American citizens 
to offset this objectionable feature 
while the islands remain under a terri- 
torial government, probably ten, pos- 
sibly twenty years. Were the racial 
objection tenable, New Mexico and Cal-

ifornia would not now be United States 
erritorv. 


“The political objections demand re- 
spectful consideration. Could we keep 
the Hawaiian Islands under our com- 
mercial control permanently, it might. 
possibly be best to do so. But events 
are proving that we must no longer de- 
pend upon the forbearance of foreign 
powers. Either the islands must be- 
come American or pass into the 
hands of our commercial and pdolitical 
competitors. Statesmen as well as mer- 
chants fully understand that the power 
which owns the Hawalian Islands will 
dominate the North Pacific Ocean com- 
mercially as well as politically. 

“We need not remind you how 
eagerly the other Pacific Islands have 
been parceled out among the same pow- 
ers that are also dividing Africa among 
themselves and quarreling about a fair 
allotment. Shall we then reject this 
great possession, so freely offered us, 
more imovortant than Alaska, which 
cost $7,500,000, while Hawaii costs noth- 
ing—the government property ceded be- 
ing more than the amount of its public 
deht? 

“There are some who assert that if 
we annex we must defend. Well, that 
applied to the California coast, to 
Florida, Louisiana and Texas, it ap- 
plies to all national territory. But 
Hawaii, ‘connected with our coast by 
cable, with an American population and 
her coal depots fortified, will be im- 
pregnable to any maritime attacks, be-

“From the day that annexation is 
proclaimed in San Francisco, Califor- 
nia will feel the impulse oft he increased 
commerce, which even now goes abroad 
from Hawali. Her commercial marine, 
of considerable volume and mostly of 
American build, will come under our 
flag, and her American population will 
rapidly increase. Our countrymen will 
have another field for their enterprise 
and energy. 

“Our beet-sugar interests should 
have no more fear of Hawaii under our 
flag than of Louisiana. It would be a 
most serious blow to the prosperity of 
California to lose its Hawalian trade. 
The vessels employed are largely the 
products of our shipyards, manned 
mostly by our citizens, disbursed at 
our seaports and laden hence with 
products of our farms and factories. 
Hawali is, in fact, the best market that 
California has for its farm products 
and local manufactures. 

“If we intend to push our commerce 
and manufactures in competition with 
the world we need the Hawaiian Isl- 


/ ands. Every consideration of patriotism 


and commercial interest should induce 
us to support our government in the 
policy it has adopted.” 

THE MEMORIAL, 

SAN FRANCISCO, June 29.—The San 
Francisco Chamber of Commerce to- 
day adopted a memorial for presenta- 
tion to the Senate and House of Rep- 
resentatives, respectfully but urgently 
petitioning Congress for the prompt 
annexation of the Hawaiian republic.

WASHINGTON, June 29.—After tedi- 
ous discussion of the Tariff Bill 
throughout the day, the Senate wound 
up with a half hour ‘of lively and 
amusing colloquy between Senators 
Tillman of South Carolina and Chand- 
ler of New Hampshire. The former 
had proposed an amendment to the 
Tariff Bill providing a $1900 head tax 
on immigrants and a restriction against 
all those not coming to the United 

States to become citizens. 

Mr. Tillman made an earnest speech 
on the depressed condition of labor, 
but he was soon diverted from his 
theme by Mr. Chandler. The latter, 
adopting a style of mock gravity, di- 
rected the discussion toward Mr. 
Gleveland’s administration. This in 
time brought from Mr. Tiliman a 
criticism of the late President, 
while Mr. Chandler protested against 
the assaults on Mr. Cleveland 
by a member of his own party. 
When the fun had been “fast 
and furious for some time, the Till- 
man amendments were defeated, yeas 
3, nays, 48, the three affirmative votes 
being cast by Messrs. Butler, Quay 
and Tillman, 

During the day the Senate disposed 
of the lead paragraphs, the committee 
rate of 1% cents a pound on lead ore 
being agreed to by 30 to 23. The other 
paragraphs considered were compara- 
tively of minor importance. 


FIFTY-FIFTH CONGRESS. 


EXTRA SESSION. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRES ; 

WASHINGTON, June 29.—SENATE. 
—Several hundred pension bills were re- 
ported to the Senate today as the re- 
sult of the first meeting of the Pension 
Committee since the present Congress 
assembled. Among them were general 
pension bills, two of which amend the 
Act of 1890. 

The Senate Finance Committee has 
fixed the duty on coal at 67 cents per 
long ton. This rate applies only to 
coal shipped from countries which do 
not impose higher rates on American 
coal and therefore affects Canadian 
coal only. The cdmmittee decided to 
restore paintings to the dutiable list, 
returning to the House programme, 
but it is not definitely settled whether 
the rate shall be 20 or 25 per cent. 

The reading of the list of private 
pensions consumed half an hour, and 
when it was concluded Senator Mor- 
gan of Alabama commented on the fact 
that people named in the bills must 
wait for relief, owing to the inaction 
of one branch of Congress, and hinted 
that it was a grave question as to 
whether Congress is in session or not. 

The Tariff Bill was then taken up, 
and paragraph 189, relating to watch 


movements, clocks, etc., Was. per- 
fected, striking out the clauses on 
watches and jewels for watchmaking 


and confining the paragraph to these 
articles not made of porcelain. 

The foregoing changes lied to ex- 
tended opposition from Mr. Vest and 
Mr. Jones. 

Mr. Lodge answered that the watch 
industry had been revolutionized by 
American machinery. Americans made 
watches so much better and cheaper 
that no hand-made watch could com- 
pete with them. Now ‘the Swiss mak- 
ers had bought American machinery 


and operated it with comparatively 
cheap labor. Mr. Lodge exhibited 
Swiss watches. which purported to be 


of American make, and as such were 
invading the American market. 
Pineapples were changed to 7 centsa 
cubic foot in barrels and packages ang 
$7 a thousand in bulk. Mr. Vest asked 
what climatic and sanitary reason jus- 
tified this heavy duty. Mr. Allison 
responded that Florida produced pine- 


apples, and great pressure had been 
brought to bear for adequate protec- 
tion. 


“Where did the pressure come from?” 


asked Mr. Bacon of Georgia. 
“IT cannot give specifications,” re- 
sponded Mr. Allison, “but I will say it 


was from both sides of this chamber.’ 

The Florida Senators, Mallory and 
Pascoe, explained the recent develop- 
ment of the pineapple industry in Flor- 
ida. which led Mr. Gray of Delaware 
to say in an animated response that it 
would have been better had Florida 
lands been left in primeval simplicity, 
if their use for raising pineapples was 
to be followed by a tax on the bulk of 
the people. 

Lead ore and lead in pigs were then 
considered, Mr. Allen of Nebraska 
speaking at length against the com- 
mittee rates. He argued against the 
duty of 1% cents a pound on lead ore, 
because, as he said, it would operate 
to keep out the fluxing ores of Mexice 
and Canada that were necessary to the 
American smelters, some of which are 

ated in Mr. Allen’s State. 

— Carter of Montana explained in 
respons to inquiries by Mr. Allen that 
the House rates had been especially 
favorable to white lead, the product of 
the Lead Trust, whereas the Senate 
rates decreased the henefits to the 
trust and increased them to the pro- 
ducers of the ore. He argued that the 
committee rates were essential to 
equalize the difference between the 
wages of lead miners in the United 
States and Mexico. 

Mr. Vest said this was a conflitt be- 
tween the lead smelters and lead mines, 
and both interests were heavily repre- 
sented in his State. But his vote would 
he cast in behalf of the consumer and 
not for either of these conflicting in- 
terests. If his State expected these in- 
terests to »e defended as against those 
of the people, the great mass of con- 
then some one must 
take his place here. He would not give 
a vote. even though two-thirds gf the” 
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people of Missouri were here asking it, 
if it violated his ideas of justice and 
equity. Mr. Vest*said he would move 
later on to reduce the duty on lead 
ore from 1% to \% of a cent a pound, 
although he would be to fur- | 
ther and see it on the free list. 

Mr. Rawlins of Utah discussed the 
general doctrine of the tariff, arguing ’ 
that the first consideration should be 
fevenue, and then the equalization of 
the burdens and benefits of the sys- 
tem on raw materials and manufac- 
tured products alike. 

The committee rates on lead ore (1% 
cents a pound) were agreed to by 30 
to 23. Messrs. Heitfeld, Mantle and 
Teller voted with the Republicans in 
the affirmative, and Mr. Allen with the 
Democrats in the negative. 

In pig lead the rate was increased 
from 2 to 24% cents a pound, the duty 
or 2% cents on lead in sheets, etc., be- 
ing retained. Paragraph 181 (metallic 
mineral substances) was changed as 
heretofore agreed upon by the Finance 
Committee, and the substitute for para- 
graph 182 (mica) was agreed to. 

Paragraph 278 (tallow) was changed 
from 1 to \% of a cent a pound, the re- 
mainder of the paragraph being un- 
changed. 

Mr. Tillman was then recognized for 
@ apeech in support of the following 
amendment to the bill: “That there 
shall be collected a head tax of $100 on 
all immigrants coming to the United 
States by land or water, provided that 
this section shall only remain in force 
until silver shall be admitted to our 
mints for coinage at the ratio of 16 
to 1, on the same conditions as gold.” 

Mr. Tillman spoke.of the rapid, 
kpread of pauperism, as shown by the 
statistics of the jails and prisons. It 
Was time, he eaid, to keep platform 
promises, to do samething for labor, 
to keep back the half-million immi- 
grants arriving annually. He spoke of 
the miserable condition of the coal 
miners of Pennsylvania, and read from 
official reports saying many of the 
miners were compelled to live like 
beasts. And this, exclaimed Mr. Till- 
man decisively, when Senators were 
framing their laws for the protection of 
American labor and American industry. 

Mr. Quay remarked that the report 
from which Mr. Tillman read was made 
by a local Republican committee, ap- 
pointed by a Republican Legislature. 

“And I am asking a Republican Con- 
gress to protect these people against 
competition,” declared Mr. Tillman. 
“Will vou do it? Dare vou do it, or 
will vou be satisfied with giving labor 
lip service?” He gave the extent of the 
flum element in New York, Baltimore, 
Chicago and other places, and said that 
showed where the big Republican ma- 
jorities came from last year. He closed 
with a gloomy prediction that if the 
tide of immigration was not turned 
back the country would. be revolution- 
ized and bloodshed and a repetition of 
the Paris commune. 

Mr. Chandler asked why it was that 
the Immigration Bill passed by Re- 
publican majorities in the last Congress 
had been defeajed. 

“Because your Republican President, 
Grover Cleveland, vetoed it,” shouted 
Mr. Tillman. 

Amid the laughter, Mr. Chandler pro- 
tested against having Mr. Cleveland 
designated as a Republican when the 
Senator from Sonth Carolina (Mr. Till- 
man) had joined withsthe Democrats 
in electing that President as a Deco- 
crat 


. “Yes,”’ observed Mr. Tillman, while 
the galleries roared, “I ask forgiveness 
Yor that and promise, so help me God, 
I'll never do it again.”’ 

After some sharp cross-firing, Mr. 
Tillman's amendment was rejected by 
3 to 48. The three votes in the af- 
firmative were Messrs. Butler, Quay 
and Tillman. When Mr. Quay voted 
for the amendment there was a hearty 
laugh, in which the Senator joined. | 

The Tariff Bill was then laid aside, 
and at 5:30 o'clock the Senate ad- 
journed.

“It is well settled by a practice 
which has existed from the formation 
of the government that the vacancies 
s0 occurfing after e beginning of a 
constitutianal term may be filled by the 
Legislature. If that ‘be true, they may 
be filled by the Executive of the State 
during the recess of the Legislature. 
The Legislature is only authorized by 
the Constitution to fill such vacancies’ 
as might be filled by the Executive 
by temporary appointment until the 
next meeting of the Legislature. So 
if the Executive have no power, the 
Legislature has no power. The Exe- 
cutive may lawfully make a temporary 
appointment, and the Legislature fill 
that vacancy when it assembles, or 
the office must remain vacant for the 
rest of the six vears.”’ 

It has been said that a vacancy doés 
not happen when it\ occurs by reason 
of the expiration of a certain term. 
or when the office has never been filled, 
but the report holds that this position 
ise now well taken and‘says: 

“When the term of a Representative 
expires and the people have failed to 
elect a successor beforehand, which 
occurred very often when a majority 
Was required for an election, the Ex- 
ecutive has always issued a writ of 
election to such vacancy as occurs. We 
think, therefore,” concludes the* report. 
“that the Governor of Oregon was en- 

tleqd to make the appointment: and 
hat Mr. Corbett is entitled to the seat.”

Autonomy and Withdrawal of Span- 
ish Troops Demanded.

LONDON, June 29.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] The Pall Mall Gazette this after- 
noon prints a dispatch from its Mad- 
rid correspondent to the effect that 
Weyler will be recalled from Cuba 
soon, and Gens. Blanco and Macias 
will relieve him and divide the supreme 
command: also that, coincident with 
the arrival of Gen. Woodford, Marshal 
Campos will proceed upon a separate 
mission to Cuba. 

The report that the United States 
will insist upon autonomy, and the 
withdrawal of the Spanish troops, is 
regarded throughout Spain with consid- 
erable anxiety. 


NEEDS MORE MEN. 


Weyler is Concentrating His Forces 
at Sancti Spiritas. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

NEW YORK, June 29.—A dispatch to 
the Journal and Advertiser from Ha- 
vana says: 

“Gen. Weyler will require at least 
sixty thousand more troops to conquer 
the eastern provinces and hold them 
for Spain. Col. Garamendi, a member 
of Weyler’s general staff and private 
secretary to the commander-in-chief, 
will go to Madrid this week, the bearer 
of confidential dispatches to Premier 
Canovas and the Spanish War Depart- 
ment, in which the demand is made for 
sixty thousand additional recruits. 

“All regular troops that can be spared 
from Pinar del Rio, the western tro- 
cha, Havana, Matanzas and Santa 
Clara districts are being. concentrated 
at Sancti Spiritus, where Weyler has 
directed the immediate organization of 
fourteen columns, at the head of which 
he will try to drive Gomez across the 
new troecha and invade Puerto Principe 
Province, where Calixto Garcia’s forces 
‘are now said to be massing. Weyler 
expects a great pitched battle when he 
meets Garcia, the result of which may 
be the turning point in the war. 

“Should Weyler’s army meet with de- 
feat, Spain will then be ready to listen 
to President McKinley's offers of in- 
tervention. If Spain wins and Garcia 
be routed, Weyler will assume a mag- 
nanimous role, proclaim general am- 
nesty and offer the Cubans complete 
autonomy. and full personal and politi- 
cal guarantees under the Spanish flag. 
Should these overtures be refused, it 
is predicted that the war of extermina- 
tion with all its horrors will be waged 
to the bitter end. 

“El Comericio warns the govern- 
ment that agents of the American Su- 
gar Trust are now in Cuba buying up 
all the best plantations and urges Wey- 
ler to prevent by special decree for- 
eigners from buying or holding real 
estate here in future. A syndicate of 
New York men,is said to have repre- 
sentatives in Pinar del Rio purchasing 
tobacco estates with a view to con- 
trolling the leaf-tobacco market. | 

“Acting on the British Consul’s ad- 
vice, Miss Wilberforce, the English Red 
Cross representative, has abandoned 
her original plan and decided not to 
attempt to reach the Cuban lines.

and Irrigation Company was resumed 
this morning. 

W. A. Hawkins, leading counsel for 
respondents, occupied the morning in 
a presentation of the case in behalf of 
his clients. He citéd numerous re- 
ports showing that even the flood 
watets of the river rarely, if ever, 
reach the portion of the: stream which 
it is claimed has been navigated. He 
also shows that while complainants 
claim that the river is susceptible of 
navigation and has been navigated 
near its mouth, there is no allegation 
and no evidence whatever that it 
being navigated at this time. 

In the course of his argument he 
read from the geological reports a 
statement to the effect that the river 
is not susceptible of being made navi- 
gable, even by a system of locks and 
dams. He also showed that the act of 
Congress conferred upon the Secretary 
of the Interior the absolute right, and 
in fact made it a positive duty, acting 
purely in a ministerial capacity, to 
grant to the first applicant the right to 
the reservoir sites named by law and 
that consequently defendants have a 
vested right to their site by virtue of 
ee been the first applicants there- 
or. 

Judge S. B. Newcomb of Las Cruces, 
N. M., made the closing argument. No 
decision is expected for several days. 


BANNOCKS SKIP OUT. 


INDIANS LEAVE THEIR RESERVE 
FOR PARTS UNKROWN. 


Settlers Apprehend Trouble and 
Threaten to Organize Unless the 
Government Takes Care of Its 
Unruly Wards—Military Protec- 
tion to Be Afforded. 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

WASHINGTON, June 29.—Three 
hundred Bannock Indians have broken 
away from the Fort Hall Reservation, 
in Idaho, and their actions have 
alarmed the settlers of the adjacent 
territory. The War Department has 
been called upon for troops. 

The news of the outbreak of the In- 
dians from the reservation came today 
in dispatches from the Governor of 
Idaho. He telegraphed Secretary Bliss 
late last night, and today wired ur- 
gent messages to Senator Heitfeld. 
Messrs. Heitfeld and Shoup immedi- 
ately went to the Interior Department, 
where they called attention to the sit- 
uation, and the dispatches also were 
forwarded to the Secretary of War. 

Secretary Bliss carried the telegrams 
to the Cabinet meeting, where they 
were discussed. A formal communi- 
cation also was made to the Secretary 
of War, asking that orders be issued 
for whatever military assistance may 
be necessary to aid the agent, Lieut. 
F. G. Irwin, U.S.A., in preserving or- 
der, and protecting the lives and prop- 
erty of the settlers, and to return the 
Indians to their reservations, if they 
are absent therefrom, as represented. 

The agent was notified to make a fur- 
ther immediate report. These Indians 
are the ones who.figured in the Jack- 
son Hole affair some time ago, and had 
several skirmishes with settlers. A 
commission is now -negotiating with 
them, as well as with some other tribes 
for cession of a part of their reserva- 
tion t6 the United States. The com- 
mission has worked for many months, 
but the Indians generally have been 
found not to favor the scheme, and the 
commission’s work so far as it has 
progressed has not been successful. The 
Bannock Reservation is located down 
in the southeast corner of Idaho, near 
the Wyoming and Utah boundary lines. 

SETTLERS THREATEN ACTION. 

BOISE (Idaho,) June 29.—Information 
comes from Camas Prairie to the ef- 
fect that the settlers threaten to or- 
ganize and expel the Indians if they 
are not promptly taken care of by the 
government. They are burning fences 
and turning their horses into the fields 
of grain. 

The Governor has received a mes- 
sage from Secretary Bliss, which says: 
“I have telegraphed Lieut. Irwin, act- 
ing agent at Fort Hall, for a full re- 
port by telegraph, and also requested 
the Secretary of War to issue orders 
for military assistance to Agent Irwin 
to preserve order and protect the lives 
and property of the settlers, and re- 
turn the Indians to their reservation, 
if absent therefrom as reported.” 


THE TOBACCO TRIALS. 


Jury’s Disagreement Reckoned as 
the People’s Victory.

GOLD MONOMETALIASM A BADGE 
OF FINANCIAL SERVITUDE, 


Larger Attendance at the Conven- 
tion Than Has Ever Been Known 
on a Like Occasion in the 
State—Fusion Douabttfal, 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

COLUMBUS (0O.,) June 29,—There 
was a larger attendance at the State 
Democratic Convention than has ever 
been known on such occasions in Ohio. 
It was thought today that a fusion 
would be perfected with both: the silver 
Republicans and the Populists, but the 
Committee on Rules, to which the 
question was referred, could not agree 
tonight on a report to give places on 
the ticket to both of these elements, 
and therefore. the question of fusion 
will be returned to the convention to- 
morrow without recommendation. 

The platform is for free silver and 
nothing else. It simply reaffirms the 
Chicago platform, and repeats its lan- 
guage on the financial plank. 

THE PROCEEDINGS. 

COLUMBUS (O.,) June 29.—The pre- 
liminary work of the Democratic State 
Convention today showed that it was 
almost unanimous for free silver, and 
John R. McLean for Senator. In the 
contest for Governor, J. C. Welty and 
H. L. Chapman showed much strength 
today, but R. T. Hough is still the fa- 
vorite, and he is believed to be a Mc- 
Lean man. There will probably be 
several ballots tomorrow to permit the 
candidates to show their respective 
polls. | 

When the delegates met at 4:30 
o’clock by. districts it developed that 
there was a strong feeling against 
some of McLean's managers because of 
their attempt to dictate the State nom- 
inations, especially that of R. T. 
Hough for Governor. After the pulse 
of the delegates had been felt in those 
preliminary meetings,-a conference 
was called for tonight between Mc- 
Lean'’s managers and other leaders. 
The McLean men carried all of the 
twenty-one Congress districts by large 
majorities for members of the State 
Central Committee and for all the 
other cOmmittees. 

The Committee on Resolutions is 
composed. of radical silver men, with 
the exceptions of ex-Gov.

Daniel McCoonville was reéliected 
chairman of the State Executive Com- 
mittee by a vote of 20 to 1, which in- 
dicated the strength of the McLean 
delegates on all the committees. 

The Committee on Resolutions was 
organized with Gen.. A. J. Warner as 
chairman. The following sub-commit- 
tee was appointed to draft a plat- 
form: A. J. Warner, EB. B. Finley, A. 
O. Myers, George Moora, W. T. Hock- 
ney. This committee reported its work 
to the full committee and after discuss- 
ing the resolution until after midnight 
they were adopted. The resolutions in 
part are as follows: 

“The Democrats of Ohio, in conven- 
tion assembled, reaffirm and indorse 
the declaration of principles contained 
in the platform adopted by the Demo- 
cratic party in the national convention 
at Chicago in 1896, which platform 
declares the money question paramount 
to all others at this time 

“We declare that the Act of 1873 de- 
monetizing silver without the knowl- 
edge or approval.of the American peo- 
ple has resulted in the appreciation 
of gold and a corresponding fall in 
the price of commodities produced by 
the people; a heavy increase in the 
burden of taxation and of all debts, 
public and private; the enrichment of 
the money-lending class at home and 
abroad, the prostration of industry and 
impoverishment of the people 

“We are unalterably opposed to mon- 
ometallism, which has locked fast the 
prosperity of an tndustrial people in 
the paralysis of hard times. Gold 
monometallism is a British policy, and 
its adoption has brought other nations 
into financial servitude to London. It 
is not only, un-American, ut anti- 
e\merican, and it can be fastened on 
the United States only by the stifling 
of that spirit and love of liberty which 
proclaimed our political independence 
in 1776 and won in the war of the rev- 
olution. 

“We demand the free and unlimited 
coinage of both silver and gold atthe 
present legal ratio of 16 to 1, without 
waiting for the action or consent of 
any other nation. We demand that 
the standard silver dollar shall be a 
full legal tender equally with gold, for 
all debts, public and private, and we 
favor such legislation as will prevent 
for the future the demonetization of 
any kind of legal-tender money by pri- 
vate contract. 

“We are opposed to the policy and 
practice of surrendering the holders of 
obligations of the United States, the 
option reserved by law to the govern- 
ment of redeeming such obligations in 
either silver coin or gold coin. 

“We are opposed to the issuing of 
interest-bearing bonds of the United 
States in time of peace, and condemn 
the trafficking with banking syndi- 
cates, which in exchange for bonds and 
at an enormous profit to themselves, 
supply the Federal treasury with gold 
to maintain the policy of gold mono- 
metallism. 

“Congress alone has the power to 
coin and issue money, and President 
Jackson declared that this power could 
not be relegated to corporations or in- 
dividuals. We therefore denounce the 
issuance of notes intended to circulate 
as money by national. banks as in 
derogation of the Constitution, and we 
demand that all the paper which is 
made a legal-tender for public and pri- 
vate debia. or which is. receivable for 


4uties to the United States, shall~ be 
issued by the government of the United 
States and shall be redeemable in coin.” 
FREE SILVER PROHIBITIONISTS. 

LINCOLN (Neb.,) June 29.—The State 
convention of the Liberal party of 
Free-silver Prohibitionists began here 
this afternoon with delegates present 
from fifteen counties. C. E. Render of 
Lincoln, candidate last year for the 
Presidency, called the convention to 
order and made an extended speech. 


He said the party, as organized May 
2. 1896, at Pittsburgh, under the name 


the National party, had seen fit to 
change its name, but its. platform re- 


mained the same and its membership 
was increasing.

SAN FRANCISCO, June 29.—A very 
disastrous fire occurred on the water- 
front between 3 and 4 o'clock this 
afternoon. While laying block pave- 
ment upon the new Folsom-street 
wharf, occupied by the Oceanic Steam- 
ship Company and recently constructed 
at a cost of $50,000, some workmen up- 
set a pot of boiling tar and in a few 
minutes the whole wharf was in flames. 

A general alarm was rung in and the 
entire fire department responded, but 
owing to a stiff breeze which was 
blowing off the bay little could be 
done to extinguish the flames. Fortu- 
nately, very few ships were moored at 
the wharf, but as it was the American 
ship Commodore was considerably 
damaged before she could be towed 
into the bay, and the flames which had 
caught her bows extinguished.

FIGEL ARRAIGNED. 


Will Be Tried July 6G on Four 
Charges—Bailed Out.

SAN FRANCISCO, June 29.—Theo- 
dore Figel, formerly book-keper for 
the firm of Hoffman, Rothchild & Co., 
was formally arraigned today by Judge 
Campbell upon four charges of felony 
embezzlement. His examination was 
eet for July 6 by consent, Figel mean- 
while being released upon bail in the 
sum of $12,000 with his parents as sure- 
ties. 

The four charges of embezzlement are 
merely the first of a series of accus- 
ations which are to be made against 
him. Forgery is one of the crimes 
which will be alleged. Ex-Judge Mur- 
phy, who is to prosecute Figel in the 
criminal courts, expects to have sev- 
eral more complaints presented to Po- 
lice Judge Campbell by Attorney Mur- 
phy and his client. Mr. Rothchild, yes- 
terday afternoon stated that on March 
23, 1897, Figel, while acting asthe clerk, 
agent and servant of Hoffman, Roth- 
child & Co... embezzled $1600 in cash 
from the firm. The other three com- 
plaints accuse him of converting to 
his own use three checks aggregating 
3994.38.

LATER:—After the court proceed- 
ings in the Figel case today, Attorney 
Murphy repaired at once to his office, 
where he began the preparation of five 
new complaints. Three of these will 
charge the book-keeper with forgery 
in having indorsed the firm name on 
the drafts and checks alleged to have 
been embezzled, and two of them 
charge additional embezzlements. Al- 
together there will probably be seven- 
teen charges brought against Figel, 
eight for embezzlement, eight for forg- 
ery and one for murder.

TACOMA BANK SUSPENSION. 


Union Savings and Trust Company 
Closes Its Doors. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

TACOMA (Wash.,) June 29.—The 
Union Savings Bank and Trust Com- 
pany closed its doors this morning, and 
several hours later went into the hands 
of a receiver as a direct result of the 
recent Supreme Court decision deciding 
a large amount of city warrants to be 
illegal. Judge Williamson appointed At- 
torney Charles Richardson to take 
charge of the assets of the concern. 

The bank was organized in February, 
1891, with the late Gen. J. W. Sprague 
as president. Chester Thorne is vice- 
president, and A. B. Nicol cashier, the 
latter havifig been the active manager 
of the bank since it began business. 
The capital stock is $100,000. The local 
deposits are small, the bank having 
been engaged chiefly in the purchase 
of securities of cities, counties, towns 
and school districts through the North- 
west. It owns $155, of Tacoma gen- 
eral fund warrants, and $18,000 of City 
Hall-fund warrants, the validity of 
which is thrown into question by the 
Supreme Court decision handed down 
Friday. 

These warrants were purchased at 
par for cash through City Treas- 
urer Boggs, who took the bank’s money, 
paid the city employés, to whom the 
Warrants were issued; stamped the 
warrants not paid for lack of funds and 
turned them over to the bank. This 
method was used in order to get the 
warrants in blocks of $10,000 each, 
though the bank might have purchased 
them direct from the city’s employés 
and in that event have avoided the 
complication now arising. 

The Supreme Court decided that, 
Treasurer Boggs having once paid the 
warrants, they passed into the bank’s 
possession as reissued and invalid war- 
rants. The bank will now ask for a 
rehearing in the Supreme Court, and 
will also sue the city for moneys had 
and received. It owns securities issued 
by over twenty cities or counties in 
Washington, and with the exception of 
these warrants has had no trouble re- 

rding them. 
of the Supreme Court deci- 
sion, a receivership was considered 
advisable to protect all interests. 
Cashier Nicol says every depositor will 
be paid in full when the warrants are 
realized upon, as he has no doubt they 
will be eventually, and the stockholders 
will receive the full value of their 
stock.

BAKERSFIELD, June 29.—The Kern 
Valley Water Company began suit here 
todav to enjoin the Tax Collector from 
selling for delinquent taxes the canal 
of the company.

SAN JOSE, June 29.—The suit of Mrs.

Mrs. Tully was divorced 
from her husband, but remarried, after 
which she claimed part of her first 
husband's estate under an alleged 
promise of a deed made before her sec- 
ond marriage.

COL. JOHN J. MeCOOK'S PROJECT TO 
RESTORE PEACE IN CUBA, 


Sugar Trust Willing to Relieve Both 
Countries of Obligations—Inter- 
eat Out of Customse—The tUnited 
States to Gaarantee the Bonds. 


NEW YORK, June 22.—The Herald's 
Washington correspondent says: 

A crisis in Cuban affairs is approach- | 
ing, and the story of the assumption 
of an imperial responsibility by a trust 
reaches me from such a source that 
it would be unreasonable to doubt its 
authenticity, and it is very remotely, 
if at all, related to the tale that might 
seem to be a twin to this one, that 
sugar is sovereign in Hawaiian politics 
both in Washington and Honoiulu. 

There is one basic fact, however, and 
it is that both Hawali and Cuba are 
sources of cane-sugar supply, and that 
the fate of the sugar islands in the Pa- 
cific, as well as in the West Indies, 
is in question, and there is more than - 
usual going on in the Atlantic and Pa- 
cifie islands that interests us, sugar or 
no sugar. 

The Cuban story is that the Sugar 
Trust has evolved cor accepted an ambi- 
tious suggestion that Cuba is sustan- 
tially for sale, and might as well be- 
come a sugar plantation for a gigantic 
corporation supported by the sympathy 
and the interest of our country. In 
other words, that we might have a 
West India company, as England had 
an East India company and a Hudson 
Bay company. each of which aided‘ 
vastly in the extension of the Pritish 
empire. 

That the liberty of Cuba might be 
purchased, and that there could he a 
grand speculation in the investment, 
is a proposition there is much in the 
history of Spain and Cuba to warrant. 
Why should not the Sugar Trust or an 
outgrowth of the trust—a confederacy 
of trusts--be the purchaser? 

Col. John J. McCook, is the gentle- 
man credited with the imagiiation to 
conceive the capture of Cuba with cash 
as a measure of peace. This, as Col. 
McCook understands it, is merely a 
matter of business. 

The idea runs this way: Spain has 
already charged to Cuba a debt of 
$400,000,000 and under Spanish dominion 
the island can never yield a revenue 
amounting to one-half the interest. 
Cuba, without a port, or town, or ship, 
has a national debt, and yet there are | 
many who think the credit of the. 
Cuban government should be as good, 
if not better, than that of Spain. 

Suppose there was a company com- 
manding money to take up the whole 
Cuban debt, with the war debt of 
Spain charged to Cuba, at its market 
value—say $50,000,000—and $50,000,000, for 
the Spanish rights to Cuba, and the 
Cuban rights in the forests and mines, 
and in settling American and Cuban 
claims against Spain—and the United 
States would guarantee bonds to the 
amount of $19,000,000 at 3 per cent. and 
supervise and administer the customs 
of the ports of Cuba for the payment 
of the interest, the government hold- 
ing the bonds as security. 

Would not liberty and peace and 
prosperity for the island he accom- 
plished cost of $3,000,000 a year 
taken out of the Cuban customs 
houses? Incidentally it would seem 
that there must be an immense pro‘t 
to the managers of what might be 
called the Cuban trust. 

The revenue in the days of reciproc- 
ity with us was in excess of $30,000.-

figure within a few years of this mag- 
nificent business management.

The Study of Climatology. 


It seems extraordinary that the sub- 
ject of climatology should have until 
now received so little attention at the 
hands of the medical profession. The 
subject has at last been advocated as 
a part of the curriculum of medical 
schools. At present, students are left 
to educate themselves on it as best 
they can; but there is little doubt that 
before long the best medical colleges 
wiH open classes in climatology, and 
there will be specialists in this branch. 
A médical journal says it is more than 
time that authorities that can be 
trusted should be provided on this, 
one of the most imporant branches of 
therapeutics. Many valuable lives 
have’ been lost, or healths ruined by 
persons going to climates unsuitable 
to their constitutions. Hitherto, doctors 
have not been able to give sound ad- 
vice on the matter. Bates, the nat- 
uralist, for example, was old by his 
doctor that the Valley of the Amazon 
would probably improve his health, 
whereas he never got the better of his 
stay there. It is to be hoped that be- 
fore long an intending traveler or em- 
igrant will be able to consu't a doctor 
on his choice of a country with some 
confidence.

DECIDED A DRAW, 


LON AGNEW AND FRANK PUR- 
CELL FIGHT TEN ROUNDS. 


The Sait Lake Fighter Refuses to 
Weigh in According to His 
Agreement With the Clab. 


USES HIS ELBOW TOO FREELY. 


NO ATTENTION PAID TO WARNINGS 
OF THE REFEREE. 


An Interesting Battle from First to 
Last With the Oaklander Show- 
ing the Cleverer and Shifticr 
of the Two, 


Frank Purcell of Salt Lake reached 
out mighty hard and mighty high for 
a luscious pugilistic plum last night, 
but he never touched it. Purcell agreed 
& month ago to meet welter-weight 
Lon Agnew of Oakland in a fifteen- 
round bout before the Los Angeles 
Athletic Club at 140 pounds. The mem- 
bers of the club gathered last night to 
see the fight. They were disappointed 
at finding that Purcell had refused to 
allow himself to be weighed according 
to custom, and that Agnew had re- 
fused to fight unless he did so. It was 
stated that Purcell weighed 153. Others 
stated that the Salt Lake pugilist 
weighed 160 pounds. He owned up to 
146, but having wrangled about the 
matter and become angry, he refused 
to get upon the scales. Agnew finally 
agreed to give away ten pounds and 
the club directors tried again to in- 
duce the Mormon fighter to be weighed, 
hoping he might be able to get down 
to 149. Still he refused, and it looked 
like no fight at all until Agnew finally 
agreed to fight him ten rounds, even if 
he weighed a ton. 

When the men shook hands prelimi- 
nary to the opening round, the dis- 
parity in their height, weight and 
reach was seen to be even greater than 
had been supposed. The Salt Laker 
towered above the little lad from the 
North at least half a head, and ap- 
peared twenty pounds the heavier— 
which he probably was. 

Still at the first call of time Agnew 
was at the big fellow like a shot. It 
was at once apparent that he was 
much the cleverer boxer, and far the 
superior of Purcell as a prize-ring tac- 
ticilan. It was also seen before the 
first round of the contest was half 
fought out that Purcell was a glutton 
for punishment. Agnew’'s straight left- 
hand jabs seemed to cause him no dis- 
tress and he simply smiled at the re- 
peatedly-landed left and right-hand 
swinging blows on his face and neck. 
Purcell was forced to travel a rapid 
pace from the start, and he was breath- 
ing hard when the round ended. He 
recovered quickly, however, and was 
fresh and willing at the call for the 
next bout. His blows were wild and 
Agnew’'s friends hoped he might wear 
himself out in his vain and _ vicious 
search for the little fellow’s head, 
which was never there when wanted. 
In some of the rallies, however, Pur- 
cell reached the body and head of his 
shifty opponent, though the blows had 
little. effect. 

In the third round the big man re- 
sorted to fouling tactics and was twice 
warned by Referee Brink that such 
fighting would not be permitted. Ina 
cyclonic dash in the center of the ring 
Purcell swung his big right on to 
Agnew’s jaw and the Oakland boy 
dropped to his knees. Many thought it 
all over, but when six seconds had been 
told off Lon sprang up with a laugh 
and acry of “all right’’ and then every- 
body knew he had been fooling. The 
end of the round was characterized by 
hard swinging blows from both sides, 
with little harm done either fighter. 

Purcell’'s weight told in his favor in 
the fourth. In the clinches he repeat- 
edly rested his big bulk on the should- 
ers of the smaller man and was slow 
in breaking away when ordered to do 
so by the referee. Agnew complained 
that Pursell continually fouled him by 
jabbing his elbows into his throat, and 
Purcell was again warned that he 
would better fight fair. The fourth 
round ended with Agnew apparently. 
fresh as when he entered the ring 
and Purcell breathing heavily and 
bleeding from the nose. 

Agnew went after his man in the 
next round, and punched him at a 
furious rate, doing little harm. They 
came together like battering rams, and 
the little man stood the shock of the 
heavy collision with surprising sturdi- 
ness. When they were clinched every- 
body saw Purcell deliberately jam his 
elbow into Agnew’'s neck. The “warn- 
ing’’ became a chestnut, and he paid 
no heed whatever to it. As they sep- 
arated Purcell planted a stiff left- 
hander in the face, which jarred the 
agile Agnew and steadied him down a 
little. Immediately after this they 
rushed together again with the same 
old elbow in the same old place. The 
referee then put Purcell ‘‘on the iron,” 
winding up a brief criticism of his 
Apache Indian methods by saying: 
“Don’t you do that again; you're big 
enough to fight a clean fight.” Agnew 
was hitting the big fellow when and 
where he pleased at the call of time. 

In the sixth round Purcell seemed 
angry, and went after the Oakland lad 
with fire in his eye. He received as 
much, and perhaps a little more, than 
the sent, and did some more elbow work. 

There was no change in the situa- 
tion during the seventh, eighth and 
ninth rounds. Both seemed willing 
enough, but neither seemed able to 
land effective blows. While Agnew 
seldom missed the target aimed at, 
the force of Purcell’s blows was mostly 
spent in the air. Both remained strong 
and fought hard, each seemingly will- 
ing to take punishment and wait for a 


chance to deliver a blow in a place |. 


which would end it all. At the close 
of the ninth the pair stood stubbornly 
and slugged each other hard, inde- 
pendent of science. Purcell stood the 
drubbing well, and got in a few body 
blows which ought to have hurt, if 
they didn’t. 

Both worked hard for the decision in 
the last round. In his zeal, Purcell! 
again forgot the numerous warnings 
and fouled Agnew several times. The 
work was so furious that both were 
well winded. Just before the call of 
time Agnew landed half a dozen times 
on Pureell’s face and head without a 
return. If the referee had been dis- 
posed to split hairs and get right down 
to fine pugilistic points, he might have 
given the fight to Agnew. . The Oak- 
lander did most of the leading, he 
showed himself far the cleverer, and he 
was the fresher and least injured of 
the two at the end. He made a won- 
derful showing against al! kinds of 
disadvantages in height and weight, 
to say nothing of Purcell’s unfair 
methods. The contest was decided a 
draw. 

Preliminary to the big fight the club 
served up a few limited boxing bouts, 
which, though not strictly scientific, 
were amusing and good enough for 


anybody. Jim Crossen, the colored rub- 


ber of the club and Jchn Aldrich, a 
delegate from Arizona, battered each 
other for a round and a half, when the 
referee stopped the fight on account of 
the wobbly condition of the visitor. 
His meeting with the club slugger cost 
him about a ‘gill of rich crimson cow- 
boy gore, and at the end he bore a 
striking resemblance to Before Taking.

Lanky Mr. Grimes of Santa Monica 


and Stocky Mr. Canter of Phoenix, 
Ariz., took a four-round shy at each 
other. Infinite amusement was afforded 
by. the wild blows and skittish move- 
ments of the “fighters.” The gentle- 
man from the arid wastes of Arizona 
is only about four feet high and Is 
known in Southwestern pugilistic cir- 
cles as the Gila Monster. He looks the 
part, if he doesn't act it. Grimes, on 
the other hand, makes 4@ front like an 


up-ended boa constrictor, and had to | 


stoop to administer fistic chastisement 
to his sawed-off antagonist. The mon- 
ster managed a few times in attempting 
to escape from close quarters to land 
on the snake's knee cap, and fears 
were entertained at times that Grimes 
would uncouple himself in his wild 
assaults upon the circumambient air. 
It was funny while it lasted, and the 
solemn Mr. Brink, sitting in bank with 
himself, handed down a decision that 
it was a draw. 

Then Spider Griffin of Lbs Angeles, 
a saffron-hued gentleman of color, and 
Mistah Macey, the Black Diamond of 
slugged each other for four 
rounds. Early in the fight the #pider, 
who carries on his pugilistic activities 
with his tongue hanging out about 
three inches, had that useful member 
of his anatomy nearly chopped off by a 
jolt under the jaw. However, he stood 
up to the task in hand and made the 
dusky Diamond of Downey understand 
that he was not on a picnic excursion. 
They mauled each other viciously, and 
were about an evenly-matched pair. 
The decision in this contest was also

SHOOTING BOUNTY JUMPERS. 


It Became Imperative After Gettya- 
bara, Lincoln Refased te Interfere, 


{Chicago Times-Herald:] “Did yeu 
ever see a man shot for desertion?” 

“Yes, several of them. The first was 
a man of our brigade. He deserted 
while we were near Fredericksburg and 
joined the Confederate army. A few 

eeks before we started for Gettysburg 
a Confederate deserter reached the 
lines of another brigade and was placed 
under guard. A soldier of our brigade 
passing that way saw the Confederate 
and was surprised to find that he was 
the man who had deserted from hig 
company a few weeks before. Found 
guilty, he was sentenced to be shot. 


The day upon which he was to die we 
were on the 


wav to Pennsylvania to 
help fight the great deciding battle. 
The deserter was placed in an ambue 
lance, by his coffin, that morning. At 
noon, after hardtack, pork and coffee, 
the brigade formed three lines of @ 
square, when the deserter was marched 
from right to left of the line and 
seated upon the coffin. Twelve men 
were marched two or three rods from 
him, The officer gave the command, 
‘Ready, aim, fire'’’ The criminal fell 
back on his coffin, pierced by five or 
six bullets. The burial followed tmme- 
diately, without service, and the bri- 
gade pulled out, the band playing & 
quickstepn. 

“After the battle of Gettysburg and 
when the Fifth Coros was camped near 
the Rappahannock River in Septem- 
ber, the whole command was formed 
on three sides of a square, the cus- 
tomary formation, and witnessed the 
shooting of five deserters. All of them 
were of the class known as bounty 
jumpers. They had deserted several 
times, one of them five times. They 
were New Yorkers. A desperate effort 
had heen made to eave their lives. 
Several committees from the great city 
had waited upon President Lincoln and 
pleaded for them. The wives and chil- 
dren of two of them had visited the 
President, but Mr. Lincoln could not 
be moved. He had overlooked the of- 
fense in hundreds of instances, but the 
time had come when the discipline of 
the army demanded the severest pun- 
ishment of soldiers found guilty of 
that crime. Secretary Stanton, for a 
year before Mr. Lincoln had refused 
to punish deserters, and had pleaded 
with him to let the law have its way. 
Mr. Stanton had told the President 
many a time that his soft heart was 
spoiling the army and endangering the 
life of the nation, but Mr. Lincoln paid 
little heed until 1863. 

“In some portions of the army it 
was the custom to hang deserters, but 
in most instances they were shot, and 
in the presence of their respective 
commands. The effect was magical. 
Desertions were little heard of for the 
next few months.”

Nobody worth consideration now 
fails to believe in evolution. It is very 
well to talk of Homer, Milton, or even 
Tennyson. They were great men in 
their day, but how can they be com- 
pared by any fair-minded man with 
later products of the great Darwinian 
laws?

VANILLA GROWING. 


Some Facts and Figures About This 
Tropical industry. 


[Mexican Herald:] Pedro Tremari of 
Papantla, Veracruz State, who is at 
the Iturbide, is a prominent vanilla- 
dealer in the State of Veracruz: in 
fact one of the largest dealers in the 
republic in that line. He has been in 
the business for twenty-seven years. 
He handles from 300,000 to 400,000 va- 
nilla beans per annum, all of which are 
assorted by hand, for which purpose 
he keeps about a hundred men. Mr. 
Tremari came to Papantila in 1858, with 
a number of Italians and has been here 
since in business. He told the Herald 
that there were considerable profits in 
vanilla-raising in Mexico. Although he 
has had at times to pay to the peon 
pickers as high as $22 silver per pound, 
that is an abnormal price; the price @ 
year or two ago being about $10. The 
bean commands this year in New York 
City $10 gold per pound.

Al- 
ready several kinds of siphons are on 
the market. The pressure in the siphon 
is furnished by a carbonic acid reser- 
voir near the top. It is claimed that 
the beer can thus be kept fresh for 
weeks, and that the last glass will be 
just as fresh as the first. While the 
system is hardly yet beyond the experi. 
mental stage, there is reason to believe 
that if a siphon can be. made that can

CAUSELESS APPREHENSIONS. 

It appears, from an interview had 
with the German Emperor by the 
Paris correspondent of the London 
Times, that the Emperor is very much 
concerned lest the United States 
should become too. ambitious, and 
should menace the peace of the world 
by schemes of territorial aggrandize- 
ment. He is quoted as saying that he 
does not fear Chinese ambition nor 
the Anarchists, but that he does fear 
the expansion of “one of the great 
powers” and the intervention of the 
United States in the affairs of the Old 
World. 

Commenting upon the Emperor's 
utterances, the London Spectator re- 
marke that “the Kaiser has displayed 
at times singwar gleams of insight,” 
and adds: “The facts of the moment 
appear to justify his enigmatic say- 
ing. The Americans are exhibiting a 
tendency to depart from their policy 
of seclusion and to interfere very 
strongly in the affairs of the Old 
World.” Continuing, the Spectator 
refers to the action of our govern- 
ment in reference to Samoa, Vene- 
zuela and Hawaii, and says that we 
are now apparently about to interfere 
with Spain in the most peremptory 
manner in the Cuban affair. It then 
goes on to speculate upon a possible 
alliance of Germany and Spain against 
the United States, and declares that 
“the German and Spanish fleets com-* 
bined would be more than a match 
for any fleet America could produce 
without an effort which would tax 
the resources of the Union, not in 
money, but in ships and sailors. The 
Union,” it adds, “is irresistible only 
ashore, and Cuba would be a poor 
reward for a great and dangerous sea 
war,” etc., etc. 

All this goes to show how little the 
German Emperor and the London 
Spectator understand the spirit which 
animates the hearts of the American 
people, controls their actions, and dic- 
tates the policies of their government. 
The German Kaiser and the London 
publication may dismiss their appre- 
hensions as to any schemes of terri- 
torial aggrandizement which they im- 
agine may be entertained by the United 
States. We have no such schemes, 
in the sense in which the term is 
usually and properly understood. We 
have’'no desire to interfere in the 
affairs.of the Old World, nor are the 
American people likely ever to be 
moved by such a desire. We have 
enough to do to take care of our in- 
terests in the New World, without 
seeking needless trouble and vexation 
in the political affairs of Europe. 


Both the Kaiser and the London 
paper appear to be laboring under the 
delusion that the trouble in Cuba is 
exclusively a European affair. If 
they will take a good look at the map, 
they will ascertain that the seograph- 
ical location of Cuba is not in the 
Old World, but in the New World. 
If they will familiarize themselves 
with the acts of the case, they will 
ascertain that while Cuba is nominally 
under Spanish rule, it is far from be- 
ing actually so, but has already made 
great progress toward political inde- 
pendence, through the organization of 
a@ government, republican in form, 
which today holds possession of nearly 
or quite half of the island. They will 
also ascertain, upon a careful investi- 
gation, that American interests in 
Cuba are very large; so large, in fact, 
as to warrant some decisive action on 
the part of our government having in 
view the termination of the disas- 
trous war which is now ravaging the | 
island, to the serious detriment of | 
American and all other interests. 
These considerations render it im- 
possible to regard the Cuban question 
as purely a European affair, in which 
we have no cal! to interfere. 

The exjent to which the United 
States will participate in the settie- 
ment of the Cuban question must and 
will be determined in large part by 
the course of events. Such action as 
‘we shall take will be inspired by high 


and patriotic sentiments or duty and 
humanity, not by any narrow or mer- 
cenary motives. If the annexation of 
Cuba to the United States should ever 
be brought about, it will come inci- 
dentally or as a necessary sequence, 
rather than through design. And 
whatever may be the position which 
our government may finally assume 
in this matter, it will be and can be 
maintained in spite of alliances, pro- 
tests or possible force on the part of 
the European powers, individually or 
collectively. European threats of al- 
liances against the United States serve 


$o furnish amusement for the Ameri. 


can people, but their usefulness goes 
no further. 

As regards the case of Samoa, to 
which the London publication refers, 
it is not a case in point. We were 
drawn into a tripartite agreement with 
England and Germany for a joint 
protectorate over the islands, but no 
remote idea of territorial acquisition, 
or of interference in European affairs 
was entertained or implied in fhat 
agreement. The Venezuelan incident 
is no more a case in point than that 
of Samoa. Our position as the friend 
of Venezuela was strictly in line with 
the Monroe doctrine, and had nothing 
to do with European affairs proper. 
Nor can the pending treaty with ref- 
erence to Hawaii in any sense be 
termed an interference in the affairs 
of Europe. Hawaii is an independent 
sovereignty. It lies considerably east 
of the western boundary of United 
States possessions in Alaska and is 
some eight thousand miles westerly 
from Europe. The disposition of the 
Hawaiian question concerns this coun- 
try much more closely than it con- 
cerns any other nation, and the United 
States will settle the questions in- 
volved, in its own way and time, 
“without asking the advice or consent 
of any other nation,” as Mr. Bryan 
is so fond of saying. 

Viewing the situation in its en- 
tirety, there is no occasion for the 
alarm of the Kaiser, which is echoed 
and amplified by the London Spec- 
tator. The United States can take 
care of itself, and proposes to do 60. 


SENATOR SHERMAN ON TRUSTS. 

The sterling old statesman and 
patriot, John Sherman, having been 
interviewed in New York on the sub- 
ject of trusts, has this to say: 

“The trust people say the effect of 
their combinations is to lower prices 
of the products which they control. 
I do not believe it. The tendency to 
control the output and put up prices 
must naturally come with the control 
of any important industry of trade. 
When a man makes his money on a 
fair basis of trade no man envies him, 
or has a right to. When he makes 
a fortune with the trusts which shut 
out competition or restrain trade he 
is denounced, and this has been done 
by all peoples and at all times. It is 
unfair competition and unfair com- 
bination that have roused up this cry 
against trusts,” 

The people of this country, or at 
least that great majority of them who 
are not interested in cornering every- 
thing that we are compelled to have 
to live on, will agree with the great 
Ohioan and will applaud his remark 
that we must have laws to correct 
the defects in the present anti-trust 
statutes. Secretary Sherman well 
says that “the matter of trusts is al- 
together the most important question 
of the day,” and it is a question that 
the men who are guiding the affairs 
of the nation must take hold of and 
adjust in accordance with the laws 
of right and justice and common 
sense. 

The great corporations must not be 
permitted to combine to throttle com- 
merce, to corner bread and oil and 
water and light, and to build up a 
great class of plutocrats at the ex- 
pense of the small tradesman and the 
consumer. ad 

The American Congressman who 
formulates a law that will effectually 
stamp out these monsters that are 
threatening the land will earn as 
great a meed of glory as did Lincoln 
when he wrote the proclamation of 
emancipation, or as did Grant at Don- 
elson and Vicksburg and Appomattox. 

The strength of the United States 
is in the great, brave, noble common 
people—the people who won the coun- 
try’s battles when there was hard 


{ fighting to be done; that have made 


the republic great and powerful and 
exalted among the nations of the 
earth, and that must be depended 
upon to step into the breach when 
foes assail the flag again. The trusts 
will not do our fighting, but their 
millions will flee to hiding places at 
the first scent of danger, for capital 
is the most craven of things. There- 
fore it is the people who must have 
their interests guarded against the 
encroachments of monopoly, that the 
land may grow greater in manhood 
and the power that comes from the 
patriotic hearts of brave and loyal 
men. 

The trusts must be made to know 
that there is a dead line beyond 
which they shall not cross cave at the 
peril of their existence. 


The State Printer of Kansas has 
abolished the linotype in the State 
Printing Office and gone back to hand 
composition. He should now be con- 
sistent by abolishing the modern press, 
going back to the old man-power lever 
machine, that worked hard enough to 
kill a horse, inking the type with a

Our Turkish neighbors continue to 
occupy strategic points, and are 
strengthening their position all along 
the line in Thessaly. The recent war, 
small as it was, has given the Moham- 
medans such courage as to make the 
sick man of Europe believe, appar- 
ently, that in the concert of the pow- 
ers his voice will be heard with a 
rather more strident and insistent tone 
than it has for a long time. The vital- 
ity of the Turk is wonderful when one 
comes to think of how he has appeared 
to us in the past. We have looked upon 
him and his nation as decadent and in 
dotage, but here he comes up strong, 
virile and active with a hundred good 
fights in him, and prepared not only to 
resist the invasion of its territory, but 
ready to become the aggressor, if needs 
be. It really looks as if the Turkish 
nation had somewhere or other discov- 
ered the recipe for the elixir of life. 


A Chicago doctor has made the hor- 
rifying discovery that all kinds of 
fruit, with the exception of preserved 
prunes, is about the most harmful fact 
that the human stomach can grapple 
with. We are glad with riotous joy 
that doc. has left us prunes, for we 
all recall the many able articles that 
appeared in The Times about a year 
ago showing that prunes were the 
greatest preventive of crime known to 
exist, and we would feel grieved, in- 
deed, to have the physic sharp of 
Chicago dead set against the great 
American crime eradicator. We re- 
frain from saying that this Chicago 
doctor writes like a man who is full 


of prunes, but he probably is, just the 
same. 


Santa Cruz is having trouble as well 
as pebbles on its beach. The City Coun-

FRANKLIN BASSFORD’S TROUBLES 
TOO GREAT FOR HIM,

Bassford, a marine artist and writer, 
committed suicide by shooting himself 
in the right side of the head on board 
his launch, the Larita, which wag de- 
signed by him and was at anchor off 
the foot of Communipaw avenue, Jer- 
sey City.

Leabricating Ships’ Bottoms. 

The invention of a simple and inex- 
pensive device for accelerating the 
speed of ships and preventing barna- 
cles and corrosion, has been brought to 
the attention of the Navy Department. 
The invention consists of a mechanism 
which envelops the submerged portion 
of a ship with a film of oil, thus re- 
ducing friction and overcoming to & 
large degree the resistance of the wa- 
ter. In flanges fastened along the bot- 
tom and sides of the ship below the 
water line are sheets of woven wire 
netting, covered with an absorbent 
composition saturated with oil. A fine 
spray of oil, projected against these 
flanges, spreads over the sheets and 
then dowrward. It is not carried away 
by the water, but keeps the ship’s hull 
greased without any waste. The claim 
made for the composition is that it is 
a perfect carrier of oil under the sur- 
face of the water, a feature, which has 
never before been achieved, and which 
will make oil perform below the water 
line the sgme service that it does In 
quelling a rough sea. It is said that the 
invention will increase the speed of any 
vessel either steam or sailing by at 
least 25 per ecnt. It is also claimed 
that it will prevent the growth of bar- 
nacles, and the corrosion of hulls. The 
system is so arranged that in rough 
weather a large quantity of ofl can 
discharged along the sides of the ship 
and distributed over the surface of the 
water, thus providing a more effective 
method of greasing and smoothing high 
seas than any yet dev

EXTRA POLICEMEN. 


COMMISSIONERS AWAITING THE 
COUNCIL'S ACTION, 


Crowds of Applicants Working 
Hard for Pliaces—Council Will 
Pass the Necessary Ordinance 
Today—Saloon Licenses, 


If it had been tHe scene of a nomi- 
nating convention, the City Hall could 
not have presented a more lively ap- 
pearance yesterday morning previous 
to the meeting of the Board of Police 
Commissioners. There was all the 
pulling and hauling of those credited 
with influence in high places, the whis- 
pered conferences and significant nods 
and handshakings, the precipitate es- 
capes of high dignitaries and the mer- 
ciless, persistent pursuit of the place- 
hunters. The occasion for this great 
ado was the announcement that ten 
extra policemen were-to be appointed 
for three months while the officers of 
the regular force will be taking their 
summer vacations. 

The pity of it is that the Police Com- 
missioners were not prepared to act in 
the matter of appointments yesterday 
bécause the Council has not yet passed 
the necessary ordinance, and the whole 
performance will have to be gone over 
again. In the mean time hopeful can- 
didates may see their chances fade and 
dwindle and dark horses may forge 
from the ruck to the fore of the race. 

The commissioners later reviewed 
the situation and decided to bide the 
action of the Council, which will hold 
ah adjourned meeting today. At that 
time the ordinance authorizing the ap- 
pointment of the extra officers will 
probably be presented by the City At- 
torney and adopted. Then a_ special 
session of the Police Commissioners 
will be called by Mayor Snyder to fill 
the extra places. Immediate action is 
called for because the officers’ vaca- 
tions are slated to begin at once, but 
a no less urgent reason is the anxiety 
of the Police Commissioners to settle 
the matter at once and rid themselves 
of the nuisance of prolonged solicita- 
tions from politicians who have candi- 
dates to land. 

pecial City Attorney Chambers 
asked for another week to make his re- 
port on the legal status of the tape 
games which are operated openly under 
the guise of stock and mining ex- 
changes. 

The difficulties besetting the prosecu- 
tion of cases against Chinese lottery 
dealers were also discussed, and it was 
decided to make an official appeal to 


citizens, and especially business men, 


that they show less reluctance in serv- 
ing on juries in the police courts. The 
commissioners put themselves on rec- 
ord in this regard by unanimously 
adopting the following résolution, 
which were offered by Mr. Gibbon: 

“Whereas, it has become apparent 
to this commission from the manner in 
which the defense of the cases against 
Chinese lottery dealers is being con- 
ducted in the Police Courts that the 
defendants in those cases have entered 
upon a concerted and systematic en- 
deavor to break down the efforts to en- 
force laws against lotteries by in 
every way delaying the prosecutions 
and dragging out thé trial of each case 
to unnecessary length, thus endeavor- 
ing to tire out the officers and dis- 
courage prosecutions: and, whereas, in 
order to obtain fair trials in these cases 
the officers charged with the enforce- 
ment of law nave endeavored, and are 
conscientiously endeavoring to secure 
only citizens and business men of good 
standing for service upon the juries, 
which are invariably demanded in each 
case, and the programme of delay is 
being assisted by the indisposition of 
business men to take the time neces- 
Sary to serve upon such juries; there- 
fore he it | 

“Resolved, that this commission 
hereby appeals to all good citizens, and 
especially to the business men of this 
community who may be called to 
serve upon such juries, to assist the 
commission in its efforts to enforce the 
law and to destroy an evil which is 
injuring deeply, not only the morals, 
but the business prosperity of this 
city, by cheerfully rendering such por- 
tion of their time as may be necessary 
to serve upon such juries, and refrain- 
ing from urging any excuses for not 
serving upon the same, except such as 
are absolutely necessary.” 

Chief of Police Glass reported favor- 
ably upon the application of F. Conrad 
for a transfer of his saloon license 
from the northwest corner of First and 
Los Angeles streets to No. 113 East 
First street, but the German Savings 

nk and a number of property-own- 
ers in the block registered a vigorous 
protest against the proposed change. 

. N. Avery, cashier of the bank, ap- 
peared in person to oppose the trans- 
fer. He plainly denied that he had 
ever told Mr. Nordholdt that he had 
agreed to make no objection to the 
location of a saloon if a new block was 
erected there. After some discussion 
Conrad's avplication was denied on 
motion of Mr. Wsman. 

No action was taken upon the ap- 
plication of M. Breen for a transfer of 
his saloon license at No. 141 North Main 
street to Harry W. Butler. 

The application of F. Guenther for a 


basement of No. 101 Winston street to 
the northeast corner of Wineton and 
Main streets was granted. 

The avplication of Rudolph de Fries 
for a transfer of the saloon license at 
No. 221 West Fourth street from Siaiie 
& Underwood to himself was referred 
to Chief Glass. The same reference was 
made in the matter of the application 
of the Los Angeles Athletic Club for 
a permit to conduct a pistol and rifle 
range under the building now occupied 
by. the club. 

The request of Henry Winner that he 
be given a permit to carry a concealed 
weapon was referred to Chief Glass. 
Winner's written request stated that 
he had some trouble about two weeks 
ago with a neighbor, and consequently 
he did not like to go home at night un- 
armed. One of the Commissioners sug- 
gested that Chief Glass find out who 
was the other party to the neighbor- 
hood row and issue similar permits to 
both him and Winner. 

W. T. Stagg was chosen as court 
stenographer in the. Chinese lottery 
case at $75 per month, ‘and Dogr- 
catcher M. D. Walter was vested with 
additional authority by being made a 
special wolice officer.

THE VALDEZ TRIAL. 


THE PROSECUTION RESTS AND THE 
DEFENSE BEGINS. 


Valdes’sa Confession, Which He Made 
Before a Representative of the 


District Attorney’s Office and a 
Stenographer, Introduced ane 
Evidence. 


Frank Valdez was again in Depart- 
ment One of the Superior Court yes- 
terday, on trial before Judge B. N. 
Smith and a jury for the murder of 
Michael H. Lorden, the Calabasas 
storekeeper. The first witness on the 
stand yesterday morning was F. Ma- 
not, who was excused after being asked 
a few unimportant questions as to Val- 
dez’s whereabouts on the day after the 
murder was committed. 

A boy by the name of Leon Gates 
was the next witness. Gates testified 
that Valdez had proposed to loan him 
money with which to go to Los An- 
geles to see La Fiesta, saying that he 
was going to receive sufficient money 
so that he could loan Gates some of it. 

Constable Harvey Branscombe testi- 
fied that Valdez had told him after he 
arrested him, that the pistol with 
which he had shot Lorden was hid in 
his blanets at Agourre’s sheep ranch. 
Branscombe said he went at once to 
the ranch, and found the pistol where 
Valdez had told him it had been hid- 
den. Roney Crane substantiated 
Branscombe as to this fact. 

County Coroner Campbell testified as 
to the inquest and his examination 
of Lorden’s dead body. Dr. Campbell 
said that Lorden’s death was caused by 
internal hemorrhage, the bullet which 
went through his body having severed 
an artery. 

Justice Richardson was recalled by 
the defense and asked if he had ever 
offered Valdez $100 to murder Lorden, 
to which he answered in a decided neg- 
ative. This question was brought up 
for the reason that Valdez told Con- 
stable Branscombe, after his arrest, 
that Richardson had offered him the 
above-named sum should be make 
away with the old storekeeper. . 

Deputy Sheriff Martin Aguirre was 
called and told of going to the jail with 
Valdez’s mother and having a conver- 
sation with the boy, in which he made 
a second confession. Aguirre at once 
took Valdez before Sheriff Burr, Asst. 
Dist.-Atty. Williams and a stenogra- 
pher, where the young Mexican made 
a statement and signed it after it had 
been written out. In this confession 
Valdez said he had been sent by Roney 
Crane to buy some cheese and crack- 
ers from Lgrden, at which time Crane 
was to shoot the storekeeper through 
the window. Valdez said that Lorden 
attacked him in the course of a dispute 
over an old debt, and he shot Lorden 
in self-defense. 

Crane was arrested on this confes- 
sion, but released after Valdez’s exami- 
nation. The defense called several wit- 
nesses to prove that Lorden was a man 
of quarrelsome disposition, but it did 
not make a great deal of headway 
along, that line. One of the witnesses 
call by the defense for this purpose 
w a Mrs. Leffingwell. She swore 
thaf Lorden was “kind and good,” and 
when under the influence of liquor was 
inclined to be inert and sluggish rather 
than quarrelsome. Other witnesses did 
not think so well of the storekeeper's 
disposition, but none of them seemed 
to think the old man was very danger- 
ous, even when drunk. The trial of the 
case will be resumed this morning. 


AN IMPORTANT DECISION. 


Judge Shaw Decides the Yarwood 
Water Case. 

Superior Judge Lucien Shaw rendered 
a voluminous opinion yesterday in the 
case of Grace E. Yarwood et al. vs. the 
West Los Angeles Water Company, et 
al., which was on trial for two weeks 
in Department Five last fall. The suit, 
which Judge Shaw decided in favor of 
the defendant, was brought to obtain 
an order of the court restraining the 
defendant company from diverting cer- 
tain waters in the Providencia rancho 
and running the water through its 
flumes. 

Judge Shaw's syllabus of his opinion 
as follows: 

“The common law of England has 

been adopted in this State, so far as it 

is consistent with our Constitution and

BAILEY WANTS DAMAGES, 


Alleges That C. W. Lash Carclessly 
Drove Over Him. 

In Department Two yesterday Judge

B. Bailey vs. C. W. Lash; a suit for 
$2104.50 damages. _ Bailey alleges that 
while he was riding’a bicycle along 
Broadwas near .

CROSSING ACCIDENT. 


Frightened Horse Overturns a 
Buggy on Alameda Street. 


Mrs. 8. ‘C. McLaughlin of No. 222 
South Hays street and her son nar- 
rowly escaped death yesterday at the 
Alameda-street crossing of the South- 
ern Pacific Railroad. Mother and son 
were returning from a shopping trip in 
the city to their home, in a buggy, and 
when nearing. the railroad crossing 
saw an engine backing up.

GOLDEN CROSS MINES SOLD FOR A 
9 PRINCELY SUM, 
A Syndicate Headed by Col. Ienac 
Trambo Parchased the Property. 
Death of a Prominent Citisen. 
General News Notes. 


SAN DIEGO, June 29.—[Regular Cor- 
respondence.] The sale of the Golden 
Cross imihes.in the eastern portion of 
this county to a syndicate for $1,500,- 
000 will attract*the attention of mining 
men from all over the country. The 
Golden Cross mines are located at 
Hedges, and have been operated the 
past year under the management of a 
receiver, this being rendered necessary 
on account of the very heavy improve- 
ments’ made in the development of 
water and the shortage of funds of the 
company operating it. The new com- 
pany is headed by Col. Isaac Trumbo 
of San Francisco, and associated with 
him are men of standing in the finan- 
cial world from Utah, Nevada and 
other points in the East. ‘It is to be 
known as the “Free Gold Mining Com- 


The mines were discovered about ten 
years ago, and the yield is reported as 
being very heavy. During the manage 
ment of the receiver the past year, it 
is stated the earnings of the mine have 
been from $20,000 to $30,000 per month. 
The last clean-up, made a few days 
ago, from a seventeen days’ run, 
yielded $17,500, and this was from the 
forty-stamp mill. The mines have an- 
other mill of sixty stamps. '

THE ARTESIAN WATER RELT BE- 
ING PUMPED DRY. 


Citizens Hold an Indignation Meet- 
ing and Threaten an Injunction, 


Illicit Beer Selling—Osborne Di- 
vorce Case on the Boards. 


SAN BERNARDINO, June 29.— 
{Regular Correspondence.] The prob- 
lem as to the capacity of the artesian 
belt is in a fair way to be solved. The 
sinking of large wells and attaching 
powerful pumps to draw the water in 
the southwestern corner of the city has 
drained all the artesian wells in the 
immediate neighborhood and half a 
mile distant. These wells that flowed 
about sixty inches, now give a contin- 
uous stream of over three hundred 
inches day and night under the pres- 
sure of the pumps. A’ mass-meeting 
was held Monday evening to devise 
means to stop this drainage, and plenty 
of testimony was produced to show 
that the dry artesian wells were made 
so by the pumping, and the city and 
county were asked to assist the set- 
tlers to fight it in the courts. About 
one hundred families are already cut 
off from water supply by this means, 
and the pumps have been goingt but a 
few days. A meeting is called for Fri- 
day evening to take actfvé ste 


are the city of Colton, which has a well 
down 700 feet, perforated at every 
stratum of water, and the Los Angeles 
syndicate which is putting in_the large 
orange groves near Colton. “ The East 
Riverside Irrigating Company has ‘en- 
tered the artesian field and has put in 
a large electric pump to the north of 
the others, half a mile, which they 
started up Saturday, and the Canaigre 
Company of Rialto has purehased the 
Raynor place and proposes to put in 
pumps that will bring out of it. several 
hundred inches constant flow.of water. 
These last two are near the artesian 
supply of the city, and will doubtless 
ruin that entirely. The wells at the 
County Hospital have already ceased 
to flow. With the entire Riverside 
city water system coming from this 
artesian belt, the Gage system of Riv- 
erside, and these new drains upon it, 
the limit will doubtless soon be reached. 
MARSHAL SMELLED BEER.

PRELIMINARY EXAMINATION OF 
MANUEL FELLOWS. 


Santa Ana’s New City Superinten- 
dent and Principal of High 
Sehool—Alumni Banquet — Anti- 
Nuisance Ordinance Passed. 


SANTA ANA, June 29.—[{Regular 
Correspondence.] The preliminary ex- 
amination of Manuel Fellows was be- 
gun this morning before Justice Free- 
man. Dist.-Atty. West is conducting 
the prosecution and J. G. Scarborough 
and H. T. Mathews appear for the 
defense. 

George C. Clark, County Coroner, tes- 
tified as to the finding of the body of 


Garcia, and the inquest held the day)

He also demonstrated that 
the face of the dead man was marked 
with powder burns, and that the bullet- 
hole was of large size.

Frank English testified to having 
sold two boxes of cartridges to the de- 
fendant on the night of the murde, and 
related the circumstances attending the 
killing of Garcia, and the whereabouts 
of the defendant at that time. 

Trinidad Burruel testified that Fel- 
lows told him he was going to kill 
Garcia; that witness told him he had

Concepcion Guingochea was the wit- 
ness whose testimony proved most 
damaging to the prisoner. It was to 
him that Fellows came, telling him that 
he had “done up Garcia,”’ and that he 
had left his rifle near the fence, stating 
that he thought this would be a good 
way to clear himself. He wanted to 
leave hig belt with Concepcion, and 
the latter took it, because he was afraid 
of Fellows. 

The witness talked through an inter- 
preter, but did not lose his head dur- 
ing the rigid cross-examination.

NUISANCE ORDINANCE PASSED. 

The Board of City Trustees last night 

d to a second reading the “Omni- 
b Ordinance,” No. 249, which makes 
a prohibition against expectorating, 
the wearing of fancy headgear in thea- 
ters, and the throwing of fruit peel- 
ings on sidewalks. The preamble of 
this ordinance of the manifold provis- 
ae is a masterpiece. It reads as fol- 
ows: 

“An ordinance prohibiting expecto- 
rating on cement sidewalks and curbs, 
stairways and entrances thereto, and 
in theaters, public halls and street cars, 
and prohibiting obstructive bonnets, 
hats, caps, trimmings and headgear in 
theaters, operahouses and public halls, 
and prohibiting the throwing or depos- 
iting of orange or banana peeling on 
the cement sidewalks and curbs in the 
city of Santa Ana.” 

The penalty prescribed for violation 
of the ordinance is a fine not exceeding 
$100, or imprisonment not exceeding 
thirty days, or by both such fine and 
imprisonment, and during such im- 
prisonment the guilty party may be 
kept at hard labor upon the streets or 
other public property or works within 
the city. 

The clerk was instructed to advertise 
for sealed bids for sinking a seven-inch 
artesian well, and the City Engineer 
was instructed to find out what could 
be done toward securing a right-of-way 
for an outfall sewer west of the city.

RICH PLACER DIGGINGS ARE THE 
LATEST DISCOVERY, 


Two Pasadena Men and Their Part- 
ner from Arizona Made the Find. 
Fourth of July to Be Celebrated 
Most Gloriously. 


RANDSBURG,

Randsburg, 


June 27.—[Regular 
Another strike in 
and this time in placer 
diggings! Bush, Ward and Mitchell 
have struck rich diggings on the 
Johannesburg road leading to Garlock, 
about three miles fram the former 
town and about the same distance 
from Randsburg. Every shovelful of 
dirt shows the yellow stuff, and smal! 
pieces have been found worth from 
50 cents up to several dollars. The in- 
dications all go to show that the find 
will be extensive and take in much ter- 
ritory. Already the locations cover 
several miles in length by half a mile 
in, breadth. Several hundred claims 
have already been staked off. 

There is a long valley or slight de- 
pression stretching down from Johan- 
nesburg for eight or ten miles west, 
striking the main valley almost oppo- 
site the Goler Cafion or valley, coming 
in from the other aide; in this little 
valley the strike was made. Several 
months ago men prospected this whole 
locality for quartz ledges and many 
locations were made, but nothing very 
rich has as yet been found. Then 
Bush and Ward from Pasadena, and 
Mitchell of Arizona concluded to sink 
to bed-rock and prospect for gravel 
diggings. They first went through a 
hard cement-like sand and gravel for 
nine or ten feet, then struck a coarse 
gravel and after going through four 
feet of this, struck bed-rock and coarse 
gold. It prospected a little all the 
way down, but is decidedly better in 
the gravel and near the bedrock. The 
bedrock pitched off deeper to the north 


are now working at a perpindicular 
depth of something like twenty feet, 
with the gravel showing up better the 
farther they go in. 

The find has created more interest 
and excitement than anything in this 
camp for months, as placer diggings 
are of course poor mens’ mines, and it 
requires little capital but muscle to 
take out the yellow stuff. Today 
(Sunday) several hundred people were 
scattered through the territory sup- 
posed to contain the mineral, and 
everybody was making locations. The 
wildest stories are being told about 
the richness of the ground, but these 
must be taken with allowance as the 
only persons who have as yet reached 
the bedrock and who can give any 
accurate account are the three men 
above named. Ward and Bush left 
today for their homes, taking iwith 
them all the gold thus far taken out, 
while Mitchell, with another man to 
help him, will continue work and look 
after the property until his partners 
return. 

It will take some time to determine 
how extensive the deposit is and how 
much territory the diggings cover, as 
bedrock will have to be reached in 
every instance before the prospectors

Prospects for a Big Sugar Factery 
on the Baldwia Ranch. 
LAMANDA PARK, June 29.—{Regu- 
lar Correspondence.] An effort was 
made here this morning to verify the 
report that “Lucky” Baldwin hae sold 
the Puente ranch, consisting of 20,000 
acres, to a syndicate, who will build a 
large sugar-beet factory near here. H. 
A. Unruh, the manager of the Baldwin 
interests in Southern California, had 
just left for San Francisco, to be ab- 
sent a week, and nothing authentic 
could be learned, though the general 
opinion of the people in this section is 
that the sale is about consummated, 
and that the trip of . Unruh to the 
north is in connection with this mat- 
ter. 
The Puente ranch, which contains 
about twenty thousand acres, is but a 
quarter of Baldwin's vast possessions 
in this section. But it ts the portion 
which seems best adapted to this in- 
dustry, as it lies low and is princivally 
known as wet land, where irrigation 
never required. It extends almost 
the way from Puente to El Monte, in 
a section the great fertility of which 
has been demonstrated for years. 
Experts in sugar-beet growing from 
Chino were heard a few days ago to 
declare that the Puente ranch was one 
of the best sections of the State for 
that crop, and there is no question that 
success awaits the company which is 
to develop the growing of beets there. 
It could not be learned to just wha 
extent the surrounding land is adap 
to beets. A very large portion of 
Baldwin's possessions lie too high €& 
be utilized for that crop, and yet it 
appears that there is a large body of 
land outside of the Puente ranch be- 
longing to him, and much land held in 
small tracts by others that is naturally 
adapted to beet-growing.

LIBRARY TRAINING. 


TWO CLASSES ORGANIZED IN THE 
PUBLIC LIBRARY. 


Practical Courses of Instruction for 
Applicants of a Certain Degree 
of Efficiency — Los Angeles a 
Pioneer. 


> 


Two training classes have been or- 
ganized in connection with the Public 
Library under the direction of Mrs. H. 
C. Wadleigh, the new librarian. This 
division of the young ladies who passed 
the preliminary examination into two 
classes was necessary on account of the 
large number of successful applicants 
and the high grade of scholarship 
evinced, several of whom have had a 
collegiate training at Wellesley and 
Vassar. 

One class comprising six applicants, 
Jane B. Creighton, Sarah Jacobus, 
Bertha Kane, Anna Long, Dora Cc. Ma- 
son and Frances Nesbit, will begin 
work tomorrow’and will continue at 
work for three months for six hours 
aday. This class is prepared for ad- 
vanced work and expects to be ready 
for final examination at the end of its 
term. The second class will include 
six other applicants, Lillian C. Barnes, 
Belle Smith, Ethelwyn H. Fagge, Stella 
C. Flynn, Ella T. Morgan and Maud T. 
Wheedon. Its term will begin on Au- 
gust 15, and will last six months with 
three hours’ work each day. 

The training class of the Los Angeles 
Public Library, instituted in Novem- 
ber, 1891, was the first public library 
class organized for the purpose of 
training pupils in the rudiments of lit- 
erary science. The experiment was the 
result of a conviction that the best in- 
terests of a library depend in a great 
measure on a non-partisan method of 
providing service and that to make all 
appointments solely on a basis of in- 
dividual merit is the only means of ob- | 
taining an efficient staff. The fact that 
the Public Library of this city was the 
pioneer in the inauguration of training 
classes jis reason for much pride, as is | 
the fact that the plan has since been | 
adopted by libraries of such institutions 
as Pratt Institute of Brooklyn, Drexel 
Institute of Philadelphia, Armour In- 
stitute of Chicago and the Summer 
School of Amherst College. 

Application for admission to the 
training classes, which are restricted 
to six in number, may be made at any 
time, but the entrance examinations 
are held only at intervals of three 
months. This examination is conducted 
by the Committee of Attendants of the 
board of directors of the Public Li- 
brary and is designed to determine 
whether by previous education and nat- 
ural adaptability the qualifications of 
applicants are sufficient to warrant the 
undertaking of library work. 

After admission each student serves 
as an understudy to the heads of the 
various departments of the library, in 
each of which lessons in comparative 


methods are given, to be followed by a 


term of practical application. 
Instruction is given in round hand- 
writing, typewriting, proof reading and 
library printing as required for library 
purposes. The studies also embrace 
the selection of books, classification, in- 
dexing and reference work, and all the 
methods of the accession department, 
from the purchase of a book to its ulti- 
mate shelving. After such a course of 
practical work, a technical examina- 
tion, and a thesis upon some approved 
topic of library economy is prescribed. 
Seventy ver cent of the total number 
of credits entitles the holder to a cer- 
tificate, rank on the substitute list, and 
a second course. 
Eighty-five per cent. entitles the holder 
to all the privileges of the former per- 
and six months half-day 
service at the rate of $10 per month, on 
condition that the student take the 
second course. 
The second course includes practical 
instruction in cataloging and general 
library administration, to be followed 
by an examination. No promise of 
permanent employment in the public 
library is held out to any applicant, 
buf, on the other hand, no regular ap- 
pointments to the library staff are 
made except from the ranks of train- 
ing-class graduates. 
The entire work of the members of 
the training class is in charge of the 
Committee on Attendants, to whom 
Mrs. Wadleigh, the librarian, is ex- 
pected to report as to the efficiency and 
general deportment of the staudents. 
Punctuality, fitness for library service 
and general health are also important 
items on the makings of records. 
Other works of an instructive char- 
acter will probably be inaugurated 
before long by Mrs. Wadleigh for the 
benefit of the entire library staff.
